I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District 
for  the  year  1957. 

The  usual  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year  and  resulted  in  185  cases  being  notified. 

The  outbreak  of  Asian  type  influenza  which  spread  throughout 
the  country  reached  the  district  during  September  and  October,  The 

illness  was  relatively  mild  and,  except  in  rare  cases  there  were  few 
complications.  There  was  a  rapid  spread  in  the  schools  and  in  some 
schools  this  resulted  in  an  absentee  rate  of  over  60f0, 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity'  of  thanking  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Conmittee  for  their  support  during  the  year  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Housing  Survey  was  completed 
by  the  year  end,  but  to  be  of  real  value  a  revision  of  the  area  should 
be  undertaken  to  keep  the  records  up-to-date. 

The  Leavening  sewerage  scheme  completed  at  the  end  of  1956 
came  into  use  early  in  the  year  and  most  of  the  houses  and  properties 
were  connected  thereto,  although  there  still  remains  a  f ew  which  are 
unconnected. 

A  100 rjo  inspection  of  meat  has  been  maintained,  although  this 
has  entailed  Sunday,  evening  and  holiday  inspections.  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  carcases  has  shown  a 
further  reduction  -  this  no  doubt  is  due  to  the  tuberculin  tested  milk 
scheme,  which,  is  now  showing  its  beneficial  effects.  The  better 
housing  of  cattle  and  the  use  of  artificial  insemination  in  the 
breeding  of  cattle  has  also  a  bearing  on  this  improvement. 

1  am  pleased  to  report  that  good  relations  have  continued 
between  all  departments  and  I  desire  to  once  more  record  my 
appreciation  of  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  my 
thanks  to  the  staff  of  all  departments,  whose  co-operation  has  been 
bo  helpful.

Complaints  respecting  rat  infestation  have  been  attended  to 
by  the  Council's  sewage  works  attendant.  Fortunately,  there  have  not 
been  many  complaints,  our  present  staff  being  quite  inadequate  to  deal 
with  any  great  demand  for  service.  Similarly,  no  general  survey  of 
the  area  has  been  possible. 

Sewers,  ditches,  tips  and  other  Council  property  are, 
however,  regularly  treated  and  no  major  infestation  has  been  observed. 

I  am  afraid  that  the  Threshing  and  Dismantling  of  Ricks 
Regulations,  1950,  are  not  very  widely  complied  with,  and  it  may  be 
necessary  to  direct  the  attention  of  farmers  and  threshing  contractors 
to  these  once  more. 

Ten  complaints  of  infestation  on  private  premises  were 
attended  to.  Sewers  at  Rillington,  Westow,  Staxton,  Duggleby  "were 
baited,  but  showed  very  little  ’take'.  Minor  infestations  on  the 
refuse  tips  at  Leavening,  Wintringham  and  Sherburn  were  cleared  up.

Rural  Housing  Survey. 

During  the  year,  465  houses  were  surveyed  and  classified  and 
326  were  re-surveyed  and  the  records  brought  up-to-date.  This 
completed  the  Survey  of  the  District.  Houses  considered  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  totalled  29  and 
unfit  houses  capable  of  being  made  fit  as  a  result  of  repair  or 
improvement  numbered  339. 


The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  is  not  going  to  be  a  speedy 
.process,  as  this  is  governed  by  the  speed  at  which  new  houses  can  be 
provided,  and  there  appear  to  be  many  factors  against  the  erection  of 
new  houses  -  finance,  suitable  sites,'  provision  of  sewerage  and  labour. 
We  still  have  a  large  number  of  houses  occupied  which  were  the  subject 
of  clearance  or  demolition  orders  pre-war. 

Improvement  Grants, 

A  decrease  of  eleven  applications  were  made  during  the  year; 
of  the  twenty-one  applications,  all  were  granted  the  full  50$* 

Twenty-four  houses  and  cottages  v/ere  improved  during  the  year, 
ten  of  1957  applications  and  fourteen  of  applications  approved  in  195^, 
These  referred  to  eighteen  cottages,  and  six  houses.  In  six  instances 
large  houses  were  divided  into  two  or  more  units  of  accommodation.

WATER  SAMPLES, 


Sixty- two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Thirty-one  were  of  raw  water,  fourteen  of  which  were 
satisfactory  and  seventeen  unsatisfactory.  Thirty-one  were  of  treated 
water,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Of  the  raw  waters,  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  one 
Council  supply  and  two  private  supplies.  The  Council  supply  was 
quickly  rectified,  as  was  one  of  the  private  supplies;  the  remaining 
private  supply  is  the  subject  of  further  trial  to  make  it  satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


1.  Refuse  Collection. 


The  monthly  collection  of  unbum  able  refuse  has  continued 
to  function  satisfactorily. 

2.  Sewers,  Sewage  Disposal,  Septic  Tanks  and  Cesspools. 

The  sewage  works  situated  at  Rillington,  Westow,  Burythorpe, 
West  Heslerton,  Sherbum,  Staxton,  Settrington  and  Duggleby  have 
given  satisfactory  effluents,  and  the  new  works  at  Leavening  came 
into  operation  during  the  year  and  is  giving  satisfactory  results. 

We  are  still  in  need  of  additional  sludge  lagoons  at 
Rillington  and,  of  course,  the  position  at  Settrington  remains  as 
previously  reported. 

The  septic  tanks  at  Weaverthorpe  and  East  Heslerton  still 
demand  constant  attention. 
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
